I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
of  Altrincham  for  the  years  1966  and  1967. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 


The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  for  mid- 1966  at  41,130 
and  for  1967  at  41,070. 

Births 


In  1966  registered  live  births  numbered  697  (357  male,  340  female)  giving 
a rate  of  16.9  per  1,000  population,  and  in  1967  the  number  of  registered  live 
births  was  706  (348  male,  358  female)  giving  a rate  of  17.2  per  1,000  population. 

Of  the  697  births  in  1966,  664  (342  male,  322  female)  were  legitimate, 
and  33  (15  male,  18  female)  illegitimate,  and  in  1967,  659  of  the  births 
were  legitimate,  and  47  illegitimate. 

There  were  12  still  (10  male,  2 female)  in  1966,  and  in  1967  there 
were  19  (8  male,  11  female). 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1966  was  522  (262  male, 

260  female)  a death  rate  of  12.69  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  474 
(256  male,  218  female)  in  1967,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.54  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

In  1966  there  were  102  deaths  (59  male,  43  female)  from  all  forms  of 
cancer  in  including  21  (19  male,  2 female)  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus.  In  1967  there  were  104  deaths  (57  male,  47  female)  from  all 
forms  of  cancer.  This  number  includes  29  (23  male,  6 female)  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  was 
2.47  per  1,000  population  in  1966  and  2.53  per  1,000  population  in  1967 

In  1966,  277  (51.77.),  and  in  1967,  236  (49.77.)  of  all  deaths  were  due  to 
diseases  of  the  vascular  system.  Of  these  90  in  1966,  and  61  in  1967  were  due 
to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  In  1966  98  and  in  1967,  107 
of  the  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  heart  disease. 

Deaths  from  pneumonia  numbered  14  (9  male,  5 female)  in  1966,  and 
32  (15  male,  17  female)  in  1967.  Bronchitis  deaths  numbered  27  (17  male, 

10  female)  in  1966,  and  23  (17  male,  6 female)  in  1967,  There  were 
8 deaths  (3  male,  5 female)  from  influenza  in  1966,  and  1 (1  male)  In  1967, 
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Infant  Mortality. 


Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1966  numbered  14  ( 7 male 
7 female),  and  in  1967  numbered  14  (12  male,  2 female)  making  the  rate  per 
1,000  live  births  21.5  in  1966,  and  19.83  in  1967.  Neo-natal  deaths 
numbered  11  in  1966,  and  8 in  1967  giving  a rate  per  1,000  of  15.7  in  1966 
and  11.3  in  1967. 

Maternal  Mortality 

In  1966  and  1967  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.

There  were  4 deaths  from  congenital  malformations  in  1966,  and  1 in

823  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  1966,  and 
220  in  1967,  There  was  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  1967. 

Tuberculosis 


There  were  2 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1966,  and  1 in  1967. 

Greater  statistical  detail  of  the  comments  made  above  are  given 
in  the  first  part  of  the  report.  Part  II  of  the  report  has  been  compiled 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  contains  details  and  comment  on  the 
environmental  health  factors  of  the  Borough, 

Perusal  of  the  report  in  its  entirety  indicates  that  in  general  the 
health  of  the  Borough  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

This  is  the  last  report  which  I shall  be  making  and  should  like, 
therefore,  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the

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GENER/iL  FEATURES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 


The  Borough  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Mid-Cheshire, 
some  8 miles  from  Manchester. 

In  accordance  with  the  Registrar  General's  figures  the  total 
population  for  1966  was  41,130,  and  for  1967  41,070. 

There  is  considerable  industrial  area  containing  several  large 
engineering  works  of  world  wide  repute,  and  a number  of  smaller  concerns 
and  factories,  providing  employment  for  approximately  17,000  people. 

A fair  proportion  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  business 
interests  in  Manchester,  Salford  and  other  towns. 

The  main  shopping  centre  and  market  provide  facilities  for  a large 
number  of  people  from  adjoining  districts.  The  public  market  is  held  on 
Tuesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week.

Your  V/orship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  years  1966  and  1967. 

In  the  years  under  review  the  Department  has  been  concerned  with 
mainly  routine  work  in  the  field  of  environmental  health.  Much  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  promotion  of  clean  air  by  the  commencement  of  the 
Smoke  Control  Area  programme.  In  some  sectors,  however,  not  as  much 
progress  has  been  made  as  I had  hoped  for  - particularly  in  the  inspection 
of  premises  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act.  Setbacks  in  the  programmes  for  1966  and  1967  were 
caused  by  a staff  shortage  (the  Department  was  one  District  Inspector 
deficient  for  a period  of  six  months)  and  also  by  outbreaks  of  Dysentery, 

In  both  1966  and  1967  staff  had  to  be  diverted  from  District  work 
to  deal  with  these  outbreaks  of  Dysentery.  In  1966  over  2,000  visits 
were  made,  and  iii  1967  almost  1,500  investigations  were  carried  out. 

The  initial  investigation  of  cases  and  the  tracing  of  contacts  is 
necessary  at  very  short  notice,  and  often  to  a comparatively  large 
number  of  people.  This  essential  work  of  trying  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection,  together  with  the  ancillary  work  which  appertains,  is 
both  time  consuming  and  sometimes  involved,  and  severely  strains  the 
manpower  resources  of  the  Department. 

Difficulty  was  also  experienced  during  1966  and  1967  with  gypsies 
using  land  in  Egerton  Terrace  and  Russell  Street  for  parking  their  caravans. 
The  situation  became  very  explosive  in  1967  when  the  problems  created  by 
gypsies  setting  up  camps  on  unauthorised  sites  received  national  publicity, 
and  it  was  very  noticeable  that  the  attitude  of  gypsies  to  authority 
hardened.  It  was  necessary  in  1967  to  remove  gypsies  from  land  in  the 
district  on  18  occasions.  This  often  necessitated  a forceful  eviction 
and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  unpleasant  work  was  carried  out 
without  undue  incident  occurring.  The  passing  of  the  Caravans  Act  1968 
may  help  to  solve  many  of  the  problems  which  now  exist.  A greater 
understanding  and  tolerance  between  gypsies  and  townspeople  is  necessary 
however,  if  a successful  solution  to  the  problem  is  to  be  achieved. 

Work  on  the  slum  clearance  programme  continued  throughout  1966 
and  1967,  In  1966  one  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  affecting  15  unfit 
houses  was  made.  Confirmation  was  also  received  of  an  Order  made  in 
1965  affecting  22  unfit  properties. 

In  1967  confirmation  of  two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  affecting 
74  unfit  properties  V7as  received.  Details  of  these  areas  are  given 
in  the  statistical  part  of  the  report. 

In  the  years  under  review  82  families  were  rehoused  from  unfit 
dwellings  and  114  unfit  properties  demolished. 
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The  major  part  of  the  slum  clearance  scheme  has  now  been  completed 
and  I anticipate  that  by  1972  all  the  properties  now  on  the  clearance 
schedule  will  have  been  represented.  In  the  future  I see  the  emphasis 
in  the  field  of  housing,  not  on  the  clearance  of  property,  but  in 
improvement  and  renovation,  I do  not  think  that  improvements  should 
be  limited  to  structural  changes,  but  that  measures  should  be  taken  to 
improve  the  environment  itself.  Both  the  Bennington  Report  "Our 
Older  Homes  a Call  for  Action"  and  the  Government's  V/hitc  Paper  - "Older 
Houses  into  New  Homes"  stress  the  importance  of  these  points.  There  are 
many  houses  in  the  area  which  lend  themselves  to  this  type  of 
environmental  improvement  and  I feel  the  Department  should  in  the 
future  direct  some  of  its  efforts  in  achieving  these  objectives. 

New  houses  built  in  1966  and  1967  totalled  375,  of  vyhich  196 
were  erected  by  private  development,  164  by  the  Council  and  15  by 
conversions. 

VJith  the  recommencement  of  the  Clean  Air  Programme  in  1966  the 
Smoke  Control  Order  for  part  of  Timperley  4 Ward  was  made  - 1524  premises 
were  situated  in  this  area.  This  was  the  Council's  sixth  Smoke  Control 
Order  but  the  first  large  scale  attack  in  this  District  on  the  pollution 
caused  by  Domestic  Premises,  The  total  estimated  cost  of  bringing 
this  area  into  operation  was  £65,000,  of  which  £26,000  would  be  borne 
by  the  Council,  £26,000  by  Exchequer  grant  and  £13,000  found  by  the 
owners  of  private  property.  The  work  of  altering  or  replacing 
unsuitable  appliances  started  in  1966  and  continued  through  1967, 

A survey  of  the  properties  situated  in  the  Number  7 area  in 
parts  of  the  East  Central,  Dunham  and  South  West  Wards  was  also  commenced 
in  1967,  In  these  two  years  over  4,000  visits  were  made  to  properties 
in  the  No, 6 and  No, 7 areas. 

Work  in  the  investigation  and  recording  of  air  pollution  continued 
throughout  1966  and  1967.  The  Council  as  a member  of  the  Standing 
Conference  on  Air  Pollution  Region  South  West  from  Manchester  contributed 
information  to  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  on  the  measurements  taken 
in  this  area. 


In  1967  a Clean  Air  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Stamford  Hall 
and  this  was  found  to  be  of  interest  and  benefit  to  the  people  who 
attnnded. 

A Clean  Air  Handbook  was  also  published  during  the  year  1967, 

Food  Hygiene  and  Food  and  Drugs  Act  Sampling  is  an  important 
part  of  the  Departments  work. 

In  1966  and  1967,  644  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises 
in  the  town.  This,  however,  was  less  than  the  number  of  visits  made 
in  previ'us  years.  In  the  enforcement  of  food  hygiene  the  public 
themselves  can  play  a very  real  and  useful  role  by  reporting  unhygenic 
practices,  and  also  by  bringing  these  to  the  notice  of  the  shop-keeper 
or  store  Manager  when  they  occur.  Some  members  of  the  community 
must  also  realise  that  taking  dogs  into  food  premises  is  not  a very 
sociable  act  or  in  the  public  interest.  The  more  hygiene  conscious 
the  community  becomes  the  higher  our  standards  of  hygiene  will  be. 
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Routine  sampling  of  food  sold  for  human  consumption  continued 
throughout  1966  and  1967,  135  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 

/uialyst  in  1966  and  139  in  1967,  Two  samples  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  in  1966  and  7 in  1967,  Bacteriological  sampling  of 
Milk,  Ice-cream  and  Liquid  Egg  revealed  that  in  1966  all  the  samples 
(110)  were  satisfactory.  In  1967,  of  the  105  samples  submitted  only 
one  (Ice-cream)  V7as  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  A breakdown  of  the 
samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  Public  Health  Laboratory 
is  given  in  the  section  of  the  report  relating  to  Food  Inspection, 

In  1967  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  affecting  Market  Stalls 
and  Delivery  Vehicles  came  into  operation.  A report  on  the  works 
necessary  to  bring  the  Central  Market  up  to  the  standard  required  was 
accepted  by  the  Council,  and  v7ork  commenced.  The  main  items  which 
required  attention  in  the  Market  were,  the  renewal  of  the  floor  to 
facilitate  cleansing,  redecoration,  the  provision  of  additional  washing 
facilities,  re-siting  of  open  food  stalls  and  more  suitable  facilities 
for  the  storage  of  waste  material  and  rubbish. 

Discussions  continued  in  1966  and  1967  with  the  County  Council 
on  the  report  which  had  previously  been  submitted  on  toilet  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities  in  Schools.  In  1967  agreement  was  reached  on  a 
Schedule  of  Works  and  Improvements,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
works  to  be  carried  out. 

Administration  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 
did  not  receive  as  much  attention  as  planned,  and  in  1966  only  127  visits 
were  made,  in  1967  the  number  was  97.  In  the  years  to  which  this 
report  relates,  66  premises  were  registered,  bringing  the  total  number 
of  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies  to  564.  In  these  premises  4,337 
people  are  employed. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  generally  maintained 
throughout  1966  and  1967,  although  considerable  difficulties  were  at 
times  experienced  through  a depleted  labour  force. 

Routine  maintenance  of  vehicles  continued  satisfactorily,  and 
a new  S.  & D,  Packcimatic  and  a new  Departmental  Van  were  purchased  as 
replacements . 

The  Report  of  the  Working  Party  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  examine  "Refuse  Collection"  was  published 
in  1967,  The  Refuse  Collection  Service  operated  by  the  Council  complied 
favourably  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Report,  with  the  exception 
that  charges  were  made  for  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of  household  refuse. 
This  charge  was  subsequently  removed. 

The  pilot  scheme  using  paper  sacks  in  place  of  dustbins  for 
the  storage  of  household  refuse  continued  throughout  1966  and  1967.  The 
Working  Party  report  recommended  that  either  dustless  loading  or  paper 
sacks  were  the  only  acceptable  method  of  collection,  and  following  this 
recommendation  the  Council  decided  to  extend  the  paper  sack  system. 

Due,  however,  to  financial  restrictions,  this  proposal  was  deferred  for 
a period  of  12  months. 
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An  increasing  problem  in  the  field  of  Public  Cleansing  is  the 
removal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  and  other  unwanted  rubbish  which 
has  been  left  at  various  sites  in  the  District,  causing  considerable 
nuisanceo  In  196&5  18  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed  and  in 
1967-  53.  In  an  effort  to  encourage  people  to  dispose  of  their 
unwanted  rubbish  in  an  orderly  manner,  arrangements  were  made  to  extend 
the  hours  of  opening  at  the  Refuse  Tip.  This  facility  was  used  by 
many  members  of  the  community,  but  unfortunately  not  by  all,  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  and  money  was  spent  in  an  endeavour  to  keep  the 
tovm  free  from  unnecessary  eyesores. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  continued  on  land  at  Sinderland  Road  by 
Controlled  Tipping.  The  land  V7hich  is  available  for  tipping  continues 
to  diminish,  overtipping  is  now  taking  place  on  compacted  refuse, 
but  this  is  not  without  its  associated  problems. 

The  Joint  Refuse  Disposal  Committee  set  up  by  this  and  adjoining 
Authorities  made  progress  in  its  consultations  and  task  of  finding  the 
most  suitable  means  of  disposing  of  refuse  for  this  area. 

Perusal  of  the  statistical  part  of  the  report  gives  an  indication 
of  the  work  which  has  been  carried  out  in  the  years  under  review.  It  is 
becoming  abundantly  clear,  however,  that  as  more  legislation  is  enacted 
which  necessitates  additional  work  to  be  undertaken  by  the  department, 
it  is  not  possible  with  the  existing  establishment  to  devote  as  much 
time  as  I would  like  to  all  the  duties  which  we  are  required  to  carry  out. 
Achievements  obtained  in  some  sectors  of  our  work  is  often  at  the  expense 
of  routine  visits  and  other  matters  not  being  given  as  much  attention 
as  is  desirable. 

I would,  in  conclusion,  like  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee,  Dr,  Gordon,  and  the  staff  of  the  Department, 
my  sincere  thanks  for  their  continued  help  and  co-operation.

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A Public  Local  Inquiry  was  held  into  this  Order  in  July  1966 
and  the  Order  was  confirmed  with  modification  in  February  1967.  Five 
properties  included  in  the  original  Order  as  unfit  premises  were  transferred 
from  Part  I to  Part  III  of  the  Order.  No  other  properties  were  excluded 
or  re-classified.  58  families,  comprising  151  adults  and  25  children 
live  in  the  area.  During  1967  four  families  were  rehoused. 

Demolition  of  Property  in  Clearance  Areas

In  1967, 
five  accidents  were  caused  by  persons  falling,  five  by  persons  stepping 
on  or  striking  against  an  object,  four  by  the  handling  of  goods  and 
one  by  a falling  object. 

li/here  necessary,  an  investigation  was  carried  out  into  the  cause 
of  the  accident,  and  in  appropriate  cases  remedial  action  recommended 
to  prevent  further  accidents  from  occurring.
